“It is generally supposed that wiien 
i charge of dynamite has exploded it 
s all over—that the entire charge 
has been consumed,” 
said 
a “hard 
rock” man who has worked in mines 
•n river tunnels 
and 
other 
places 
vvhere high explosives are used. “This 
supposition, however, is not correct,” 
he continued. 
“Sometimes particles 
if dynamite will be blown out with 
he broken rock. 
Then it becomes a 
menace to the workmen. 
It is a fa­ 
vorite practice of men who are wait 
ing or resting to sit on a pile of 
‘muck,’ as the broken rock is called, 
and to jab into it with a pick or a 
candlestick or some other steel thing, 
much the same as a Yankee will whit­ 
tle while he talks or thinks. 
If the 
steel strikes one of these bits of dyna­ 
mite that has not gone off, because 
the glycerine in it has started to run 
or because a fragment of it has been 
crystalized, there will be an explosion. 
The chances are that not one out of 
the group of men sitting around will 
escape Injury. 
“Another frequent cause of acci­ 
dents Is that sometimes when the 
dynamite explodes and tears out the 
rock a small quantity of it will be 
eft In the bottom of the drill hole, 
unaffected by the shock.

It Netted the Grower $67 Per Acre, 
Says Hon. S. M. Jordan, 


One probable, 
and 
one 
certain, 
cause have been against^ alfalfa grow­ 
ing in Pettis county. 
Perhaps enough care has not been 
taken to know where and when the 
need gr<*w. 
Seed 
grown 
very 
far 
south of us cannot endure our win­ 
ters here and seed 
from irrigation 
districts, as a rule, may 
fail. 
Our 
seed should come from this same lat 
Itude, or perhaps north, but not from 
south of us. 
The greatest cause of failure is due 
to sour or acid soil. 
I have made up 
ward of 150 tests for acid and find 
but one field of neutral or sweet soil 
and that is the alfalfa field on the 
farm of Judge W. S. Sneed. 
This a1- 
alfa patch was limed four years ago 
and it is still sweet and producing 
an abundance of alfalfa each year. 
Another success in alfalfa may be 
found on the farm of J. 
W. 
Marsh, 
north of Sedalia. 
Mr. Marsh brought 
a load of his alfalfa to town a few 
day8 ago and he stepped 
the 
area 
from which his load was taken. 
It 
was 29x15 steps. 
This is 43 square 
rods, or a little over one quarter of 
an acre. 
His 
load 
weighed 
2400 
pounds. This was at rate of four tons, 
930 pounds per acre. 
He got $15 a 
ton for the hay. 
This made it at the 
late of $66.97% per acre. 
What pleased the writer most w as 
to see fine alfalfa, a 
part 
of 
this 
same field, on a sleep rocky hillside. 
On this hillside the alfalfa had been 
cut 12 days before our visit and the 
new crop averaged about 12 inches 
high. 
It is of interest to note that 
this field has drainage down the hill 
from Mr. Marsh's lime kiln. 
The writer’s greatest surprise has 
been lo find such uniformly sour soil

These forms are rented \ 
to such farmers aa desire to use them* 
a nominal charge being made for the 
same, and the college will pity the 
freight both ways and will send a 
man to set them up for the first silo ■ 
in a county. 
Manager Jordan has j 
also been provided with blank appll- i 
cations for these forms, and anyone | 
interested should call at the bureau j 
(Porter-Montgomery 
building, 
Seda­ 
lia) and inspect the blue prints and, 
if they want the forms, sign the ap­ 
plication blanks. 
The following statem ent relative to 
concrete silos, their construction aud 
the use of the prepared forms is fur­ 
nished by the dairy department: 
“In renting silo forms aud furnish­ 
ing plans for making forms this de­ 
partm ent aims to encourage the build­ 
ing of concreie silos because if prop­ 
erly constructed they keep silage as 
well and are more permanent than 
any other type. 
“At least four hands are necessary 
to build a concrete silo. 
It is, there­ 
fore, convenient for several neighbors 
to work together. 
The 
fornus 
are 
raised and filled each forenoon, the 
concrete setting in the afternoon and 
night. It takes about half a day from 
the farm work each day for about two 
weeks to build a thirty-foot concrete 
silo. 
Therefore, the silo work in any 
community should be started as early 
as possible so that they will all be 
completed in time to fill. 
“An estimate of the material re­

MANY DID NOT TEST SEED CORN 


As a 
Result They Had to Replant, 
All of Which Is Expensive— 
Pointers of Great Value to 
Agricultural Class. 


By S. M. Jordan. 
Notwithstanding all that was said 
about testing seed corn, and said by 
so many in all lines of life, and so 
many times—newspapers 
were 
full 
of it; colleges of agriculture and the 
United States Department 
of 
Agri­ 
culture used every means of sound­ 
ing the warning—yet a few did not 
iieed and from the cause of poor seed 
are having to plant over. 
Poor seed, 
however, is not the only cause of a 
tailure. One serious trouble has been 
due to cut worms, another to wire 
worms, but the worst one of all is 
root lice. 
When small ants are seen 
running in and out about the hills of 
corn, rest assured that plant lice are 
there. They may be indicated also by 
a purple color of the leaves, and the 
lower blades are often dead. 
These 
lice are small bluish-green bugs about 
the size of small pin heads; they suck 
the juices of the 
corn 
roots 
and, 
while they may not kill the plant, 
they prevent thrift. 
Some 
of 
the 
fields examined show' blit few', while 
others are badly infested. 
All that can be done now is to cul­ 
tivate as well as possible to keep 
the corn growing as well as may be. 
There is no known way to 
destroy 
these pests at this time of the season. 
To destroy them, very late fall or 
winter plowing is 
effective.

portant saving in the m atter of farm 
expenses.

“Aside from 
these 
problems 
of

organization

thing is to see that the farmer han­ 
dles his crops and live stock right 
and gets tho largest possible returns 
?iom them. 
The 
work to be done 
along this line will depend upon the 
crops grown. I think it is well for 
county agents to confine their atten- 
Uon principally to o n e -or two, or at 
least a few’ 
lines 
of demonstration 
work. giving 
only 
incidental atten­ 
tion to numerous others 
which pre­ 
sent themselves. From year to year 
the problems on which attention is 
concentrated will 
change, according 
to the needs 
of 
local 
agriculture. 
Farm ers want to be taught how’ and

fertilize properly—especially how tv
